SKOOTING A CUSTOMS SURVEYOR. 


Av Exciting Scene inthe New York Custom

New YorRK, November 1.—Suarveyor Beattie 
was shot about noon today in his office at the 
custom house by a discharged iaspector, who 
fired five or six shots, Particulars cannot be 
obtained as yet, nor is it known whether or 
not the wounds are fatal. The suryeyor’s 
would-be assacsin is Louis Bieral, a man who 
gained some distinction in the war of the 
rebeliion. He wasfor about adozen years 
attached to the custom house, and abonta 
week ego the surveyor dismissed him from 
rervice on its being proven that he wasin the 
habit of exacting money from poor emigrants 
at Castle Garden, where he was lately station- 
ed, The specified charge on which he was 
removed was compelliog an emigrant to pay 
twodollars duty ona sewing machine. He 
gained access tothe surveyor's private office 
shortly after noon, while the surveyor was 
alone, fired several shots and rushed from the 
room. He was seen and followed by a crowd 
and becoming f:ightened lest he come to harm 
at hie pursuers’ hands, he ran intothe arms 
ofa policeman and begged tobe arrested. 
Beattie bas two wounds, one through the 
hand and one through the thigh. The latter 
is most serious, but at present it does not seem 
likely to prove fatal.

Mr. Collier was not disposed to talk much, 
and what little hedid say waseaid after re- 
peated and persistent questions. 

Later in the day a gentleman who ¢laims to 
have given the mattera careful investigation, 
remaiked: 

“Tbe gascompany ought to be made to pay 
the city the amount expendedin sinking 
these mains.” 

“What do you know about it?’ 

*] Know all abont it?” 

“How much is the amount?” 

‘Some where between $25,000 and $35,000.” 

“Well, what’s wrong about it?” 

“T don’t kuow thatanything is wrong. I 
know this, however, the gas company has 
built fees after feet of main and made the city 
pe y for it.” 

“How?” 

“In this way. Take Whitehall strect asa 
temple and Ili show you. The gas main 
reached down Whitehall to say Peters street. 
On that route the city street lamps were sup- 
plied with gas through the main and the gas 
company bad customers, but beyond Peters 
street that there was no one who wanted gas. 
Well, inthe course of time the street was 
built up and on it were plenty of persous who 
vould consume gas, but there was no main, 
Now what was done?’ 

‘Weil, what?” 

“T dem't know, butit is said that.the gas 
c-mpary would go out Whitehall, to say Mc- 
Darel street, ard get some ore ont there to 
petition for a street lamp, maybe on the corner 
cof Whitehall and McDaniel.
